HOW TO PLANT PRIVET 


Privet hedges should be planted in a 
trench 1 ft. wide and 15-18 in. deep, setting 
plants 9-12 in. apart and planted deep 
enough that lower branches are partly cover- 
ed with soil. They should be trimmed back 
within 4 or 5 inches of the ground to help 
develop more side branches and should be 
kept trimmed as they grow to develop thick 
base. A good hedge should be wider at the 
bottom than at the top and early trimming 
is the only way this can be accomplished.
